Feeding Hills family 
helps daughter fight 
the odds

FEEDING HILLS — As a sopho- 
more at Framingham State University, 
Feeding Hills resident Aimee Beau- 
dette wrote a paper for an effective 
speaking course about her friend, 
Michael, who suffered from a seizure 
disorder. 

The three-page essay she turned in 
described the first time she saw Mi- 
chael have a seizure at age 6 while at a 
gathering of family and friends. In it, 
she described how Michael’s mother 
assured 7-year-old Beaudette that Mi-

Agawam included in 
West Springfield casino 
host agreement

ity of West Springfield officials 

have signed a host community 
agreement between the city and Hard 
Rock Hotel & Casino New Eng- 
land to build an $800 million casino 
project on Eastern States Exposition 
grounds. The agreement includes an 
annual payment to neighboring com- 
munities, including Agawam. 

The 27-page host community 
agreement between West Springfield 
and HR Massachusetts, LLC., was 
signed July 11 by West Springfield 
Mayor Gregory C. Neffinger and 
James F. Allen, president of HR Mas- 
sachusetts. 

According to the agreement, Hard 
Rock plans to apply to the Massachu- 
setts Gaming Commission (MGC) 
for a category | gaming license to 
develop a first-class hotel destination 
resort casino and ancillary facilities at 
the West Springfield site. 

If awarded the gaming license, 
Hard Rock will make a one-time 
grant of up to $2 million available to 
surrounding communities. 

Upon the opening of the casino, the 
agreement also provides for creating 
a “Regional Partners Fund” total- 
ing .75 percent of the project’s gross 
gambling receipts for “capital im-

Perry Lane Summer Camp remembers Agawam native killed in crash

AGAWAM — Ask anyone who 
knew her and they'll tell you one 
of two things about Evan Bard: She 
loved children and her favorite color 
was pink. 

Bard, 20, daughter of Todd and 
Barbara Bard of Agawam, was a ju- 
nior nursing student at Curry College 
when she was killed in a car crash in 
Canton May 11. The 2010 graduate 
of Agawam High School was prepar- 
ing to come home to Agawam this 
summer to start her fifth year work- 
ing at Perry Lane Summer Camp. 

Her co-workers at Perry Lane 
— including Camp Director Kathy 
Keenan — expressed feeling “com- 
plete shock” and devastation about 
her passing. 

“T absolutely could not believe 
that it happened,” Keenan said last 


Upon hearing the news, Christo- 
pher Sparks, director of Agawam 
Parks and Recreation Department, 
said he thought not only of Bard and 
her family but about her extended 
family at Perry Lane and what they 
could do to help alleviate the pain 
from her loss. Sparks had known 
Bard since she was a little girl, he 
said. 

Bard started her summer job at 
Perry Lane while still a student at 
Agawam High School five years 
ago, said Keenan. 

“She started in preschool and 
stayed there for several years even 
when she could have moved up,” 
said Keenan, who added that each 
year, the camp sees an “almost com- 
plete return of staff’ As a result, 
only three of the roughly 35 people 
working there today did not work 
with Bard, she said. 

“Our retention rate is really high,”

AFD assists in Connecticut River search

SOUTH HADLEY - After a grueling 
five-day search of the Connecticut River, 
the body of a young female, presumed to 
be the missing 5-year-old who fell into the 
water July 6, has been recovered. 

Local and state agencies on the river 
July 10 located the body 500 yards down- 
stream from where the young girl fell into 
the water, off Cove Island Road, around 
3:30 p.m. 

No foul play is suspected, according to 
the Office of Northwestern District Attor- 
ney David E. Sullivan. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Exam- 
iner will determine positive identification 
in the coming days. 

Weeks of rain strengthened the river, 
making it flow stronger and faster than 
usual. 

FD1 Firefighter and Paramedic Gene Os 
called river conditions dangerous for res- 
cuers. 

“The weather conditions, high water 
conditions and all of the dangers associ- 
ated with both of those, like logs and de- 
bris coming at us in the water,’ he said, 
encumbered the recovery mission 

State and local divers had little visibility 
underwater, just an arm’s length, said Os. 

Crews concentrated the majority of their 
search between the point of entry and the 
edge of the dam. 

“It’s been hard on everybody because it’s 
a young girl and everybody’s got kids and 
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everyone can relate one way or the other,” 
said Os. “They take it personally.” 

The girl’s family, he said, is what kept 
them going. 

“You just want to bring some closure 
to the situation,” he said. We do what we 
‘gotta do.” 

South Hadley Police were called to a 
Cove Island Road home at 9:17 p.m. Sat- 
urday night for an emergency rescue. 

Extended family had gathered at that lo- 
cation to view a local fireworks display. 

An eyewitness on scene reported to po- 
lice seeing the girl, the youngest in a Cali- 
fornian family, walking on a dock stretch- 
ing into the Connecticut River. A boat was 
moored at the end of the dock. 

The five-year-old girl fell in the space 
between the dock and moored boat. 

Immediately, several adults dove into 
the murky waters in an attempt to retrieve 
the young child. 

She could not be located. 

Emergency personnel, including a he- 
licopter equipped with a spotlight, were 
also unsuccessful in locating the girl that 
night. 

Massachusetts State Police and South 
Hadley Fire District No. 1 were in com- 
mand of the incident. Fire District No. 2, 
South Hadley Police, Massachusetts Envi- 
ronmental Police, the Massachusetts Air 
Wing and state and local dive teams, the 
Holyoke Fire Department and the Agawam 
Fire Department maintained a round-the- 
clock search effort to recover the young 
girl’s body.

When I first started as editor of Agawam 
Advertiser News in January 2011, I received 
a photo of a young woman named Aimee 
Beaudette who had been stricken by a virus 
that, for a time, rendered her unconscious. 
Today, seven years after her illness, Aimee 
still struggles every day, relearning some- 
thing as simple as getting out of bed in the 
morning or talking to her family. 

As someone fairly close in age to Aimee, I 
was touched by her story these last few years 
but until last week, had never gotten the op- 
portunity to meet her. 

When her “Auntie Lillian” called me to 
see if I might be interested in doing a story 
about Aimee, I was equal parts excited and 
apprehensive. I love being in a position to 
tell people’s stories, but I wanted to make 
sure I did hers justice. 

I spent a few hours with Aimee, her moth- 
er, Janet Shean of Feeding Hills and her 
great-aunt, Lillian Peloquin of Agawam, last 
Thursday afternoon. During that short visit, 
I learned a great deal about Aimee and the 
struggles she faces each day, and I have a 
newfound respect for not only Janet Shean, 
but all mothers who provide unconditional 
love and support for their children regard- 
less of age and ability. The story that appears 
on Page 1 of this week’s paper is the kind 
of news article I’d like to include more of 
in future editions of this paper. It’s uplifting 
and yet wrought with emotion. It forces the 
reader (and the writer!) to stop and reflect on 
what truly matters in life. 

Similarly, we’ve included a story about the 
legacy of Evan Bard, daughter of Todd and 
Barbara Bard of Agawam, who was tragi- 
cally killed in a car crash in Canton back in 
May. Evan, a junior nursing student at Curry

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Too much rain? Read on. 


his spring and summer I 
have gone back and forth 
feeling as if I live either in a 
desert or a rainforest. Two weeks 
ago, when I planned to write a 
column on the effects of too much 
rain, we had three days of nothing 
but heat. My soggy garden turned 
dry as a bone. For the last seven 
days, however, rain has been plen- 
tiful - perhaps I can tackle the 
subject today and cross my fingers 
it will applicable by the time this 
goes to press. 

Indiscriminate watering by 
Mother Nature can mean weeds, 
weeds, and more weeds. Why? 
Because just like other seeds, 
those of our least favorite weedy 
plants need both sunlight and wa- 
ter in order to germinate. When 
we water on purpose, we can 
direct the rain where we’d like 
- usually at the base of the plant. 
Unfortunately, rainfall that lands 
on a brick path, the garden aisle, 
and also in between plants within 
the row can cause a lot of weeds 
to sprout. Hoeing is great exercise, 
and the best option for otherwise 
bare areas of young weeds. Many 
gardeners make the mistake, how- 
ever, of hoeing too deeply and 
exposing more weed seeds to sun- 
light. Try to just scrape the surface 
of the soil. Stirrup hoes are partic- 
ularly effective, skimming across 
the soil and severing the stems of 
weeds at the root line as they go. 

In the future you can use mulch 
to reduce the amount a weeding 
you have to do - it will also help 
to conserve soil moisture in years 
that rainfall isn’t so plentiful. 
Mulch doesn’t have to be expen- 
sive - it can be as simple as a “bis- 
cuit” of spent hay, a few sheets of 
newspaper secured with stones, 
pine needles or grass clippings - as 
long as these materials are applied 
thick enough to exclude light, 
weed seeds should not sprout.

Lots of rain can also mean lots 
of new growth on lawns, shrubs 
and even trees. As far as the grass 
goes, consider mowing at a height 
that seems high - about 3 inches 
will encourage a healthy lawn. 
Why? Taller grass shades out de- 
veloping weed seedlings. It also 
makes large, established weeds 
more susceptible to mower dam- 
age (the more surface area of the 
weed that is removed, the more 
weakened it becomes.) High mow- 
ing also fosters deep root growth. 
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GARDEN 
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Deep roots sustain the lawn during 
periods of drought. Keep mower 
blades sharpened for the cleanest 
possible cut. 

To bring shrubs or a hedge under 
control after a flush of new growth, 
you will need a pair of hand clip- 
pers. New growth is obvious: It is 
very flexible, lighter in color and 
extends several inches from the 
shrub’s silhouette. With clippers 
in hand, grab a branch, and instead 
of removing just the new growth, 


make a cut well within the body 
of the shrub. This process is called 
“making windows.” The windows 
allow light to penetrate the plant’s 
interior causing regeneration to 
occur. Repeat in various spots on 
each shrub for a balanced appear- 
ance. Any straggly growth that 
remains can be nipped back. By 
pruning in this manner each year, 
healthy, new growth is encour- 
aged, yet height and width control 
is maintained. Too labor intensive 
for you? Use hedge trimmers first, 
then make a few windows, for 
nearly the same effect. 

Occasionally, even plants that 
are well fertilized at planting time 
begin to have issues when nu- 
trients are leached from the soil 
by too much rain. If foliage is 
pale and flower production is nil, 
sprinkle some organic fertilizer 
granules at the base of each plant. 
Cultivate gently and water in. You 
can also use a water-soluble liquid 
fertilizer every couple of weeks. If 
going natural is your cup of tea, 
make some! Compost or manure 
tea has long been used to keep 
growth lush. Steep a burlap bag 
of either compost or aged manure 
in a large trash bucket filled with 
water and use as needed. Smaller 
batches can be made right in a 
watering can. Likewise, there are 
numerous blends of seaweed and 
fish emulsion on the market that 
can be watered in or used as a fo- 
liar feed.

Helping woman fight the odds

chael would be OK, and related — in some 
detail — the treatments he had received for 
his disorder starting from age 2. 

When Michael started an experimental 
procedure that was not covered by insur- 
ance, Beaudette described how some of 
the neighborhood children gathered to help 
defray the cost by selling candy bars. 

“We packed up the wagons walking, 
wondering why we were so healthy and he 
was so sick,” she wrote in the essay dated 
May 3, 2004. 

She ended the essay with an insight not 
many 20-somethings understand: “This 
special young man has taught me not to 
take things in life for granted. Mike is a 
true inspiration for anyone who knows 
him... He has also taught me how precious 
life is and how easily it might be taken.” 

Today, Beaudette, 28, is the inspirational 
individual teaching that lesson. 

In November 2006 as a senior at Fram- 
ingham State, Beaudette was stricken with 
a serious stomach virus and a secondary 
virus that infected her brain. 

According to her mother, Janet Shean, 
Beaudette called her on Halloween to 
complain of a belly ache. When she sought 
medical treatment, she was told she had 
indigestion and to follow up with her pri- 
mary care physician. She was given a CAT 
scan from the neck down, but just a few 
days later had called her mother sobbing 
because her head hurt. She was admitted to 
Baystate Medical Center in Springfield and 
later transferred to Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston via helicopter. There, 
she had surgery to remove part of her skull 
to allow her brain to swell. 

“She had a peak and then a plateau,” 
Shean explained. “Every day we didn’t 
know if she was going to be alive.” 

Beaudette spent roughly four months 
unconscious and in the intensive care unit 
(ICU) at Brigham and Women’s. Doctors 
did not believe she would wake up and 
told her parents, “The Aimee you know is 
gone.” 

Slowly, though, Aimee pulled through. 

“After spending four months in ICU and 
months in rehab and back to ICU, her con- 
dition became stable,” said Shean. 

But Beaudette was far from herself when 
she emerged from her unconscious state. 

“She had to relearn all the things we take 
for granted every day,” said Shean. 

Almost seven years later, Beaudette is 
still undergoing speech, vision and physi- 
cal therapy. She can understand conversa-

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tion and is beginning to speak again, and 
can stand on her own two feet, although 
she is better at balancing — and even walk- 
ing a few steps — when she is in water. 

“Aimee tries to look beyond any disabil- 
ity and focuses on her ability,” said Shean, 
adding, “It does aggravate her that people 
get frustrated at the little things in life, and 
how easy it is for people to take everything 
for granted that she works very hard to get 
back.” 

Throughout Beaudette’s ordeal, the fam- 
ily adopted a slogan: “Believe,” a word that 
is on display in nearly every room of the 
Shean’s home, especially in Beaudette’s 
bedroom. Even her 3-year-old golden re- 
triever is named Believe. 

“T believe today that if Aimee wasn’t a 
hard worker or dedicated, she wouldn’t be 
where she is today,” said Shean. 

She admits that her daughter has a long 
road ahead of her, but hopefully one filled 
with fun, love and adventure. For example, 
Beaudette recently expressed a desire to 
swim with dolphins, Shean said. 

Her family submitted a 10-minute video 
about her struggles to “Island Dolphin 
Care” in Key Largo, Fla., and is also look- 
ing into “Integrative Intentions,” a facility 
in the Bahamas that, while more expen- 
sive, offers therapies that they believe may 
benefit her. They hope to raise enough 
money to send Beaudette to accomplish 
that dream. 

“She loves the water,” Shean said. In the 
video — set to Journey’s “Don’t Stop Be- 
lieving,” Bad English’s “When I See You 
Smile” and Josh Groban’s “You Raise Me 
Up” — Beaudette is depicted largely in her 
swimming pool, which she goes in “as of- 
ten as possible,” said Shean. 

To help defray traveling expenses, fam- 
ily and friends are selling candy bars, like 
Beaudette did for her friend Michael over 
20 years ago. 

Beaudette’s great-aunt, Lillian Peloquin 
of Agawam, has gone door-to-door in her 
neighborhood to raise money for Beau- 
dette. Earlier this week, she announced to 
Shean that, with just one box of candy, she 
was able to raise $92.

provement projects that will jointly benefit 
the regional member communities.” The pay- 
ment will rotate between West Springfield, 
Springfield, Agawam, Chicopee, Holyoke 
and Westfield. The payments will continue 
for as long as commercial gaming continues 
to operate at the site. 

In addition, the host community agree- 
ment stipulated that Hard Rock annually pay 
a quarterly community impact fee to desig- 
nated municipalities. The impact fee would 
be utilized for the mitigation of project-re- 
lated city impacts. 

Hard Rock also agrees to coordinate with 
the town of Agawam and Six Flags New 
England theme park to develop a new writ- 
ten plan for traffic control during construc- 
tion and upon the opening of the casino. It 
will address routing, usage, staffing, with a 
goal of “minimizing the negative impact to 
area residents and businesses.” 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen said 
he has read both the summary and the full 
agreement. 

“While a lot of it is quite vague at this

point, we do have an attorney working with 
the committee I have appointed,’ Cohen 
said. 

Until West Springfield holds a referendum 
vote to allow residents to decide whether or 
not to allow a casino there, Cohen said there 
is not a lot Agawam officials can do. 

“Tf they vote it down, it’s a moot point. If 
they vote for it, we have some work to do to 
protect the interests of Agawam.” 

The casino study committee is made up 
of city Clerk Richard Theroux, chair; city 
councilor Paul Cavallo, school committee 
member Wendy Rua and Kate Gourde of 
Cooper’s Commons representing local busi- 
ness owners. They are working with attorney 
Jeffrey Fialky of Bacon Wilson in Spring- 
field. 

The city of West Springfield has 60 days 
from the signing of the agreement to hold 
a referendum vote, which is scheduled for 
Sept. 10. 

“Depending on what the vote is, my job 
will be to negotiate in the best interest of our 
community and our taxpayers,” said Cohen.

Sparks came up with the idea to change 
the tie-dyed staff T-shirts from orange to 
pink because Bard loved the color. The shirts 
have her initials - EMB — embroidered on 
the sleeve 

“Tt feels good to keep her memory alive 
since she was such an important part of this 
camp,” said Keenan. The staff was “enthusi- 
astic” about the shirts, which were also pre- 
sented to Bard’s family, including her par- 
ents and siblings, Leis and Elijah. 

“We did it as a surprise,’ Keenan said. 
“The staff did not know they were getting 
them. Everyone thought it was an excellent 
idea, though. They liked them a lot.” 

Even Bard’s family was surprised by the 
gesture.

In the seventh, Klaus walked with two outs 
and stole his way to third, trying to get an 
insurance run, but Sweeney picked up a big 
strikeout to give his team one last chance, 
down by two. It did not take Agawam long. 
Levesque started things off with a double 
and he scored on a single by Durocher. Kerr 
then walked to put runners on first and sec- 
ond. Sweeney doubled scoring Durocher 
with the tying run, but Kerr was out at the 
plate trying to win it. On the play Sweeney 
went to third and there was only one out. A 
strikeout made it out number two and then 
Sweeney was out at the plate on what would 
be characterized as a caught stealing.
